Ex-Mental Patient Believed Killer Of Ohioans 
County Toll Rises 
Farmhand, Sough t In Slaying Of 4, 
Kills Himself As Deputies Close In Ex-City Resident, 


ATHENS, Ohio. (AP) - Rudy 


Zamora, 
a 
20-year-old 
farm ­ 
hand sought in the brutal slay­ 
ing of four persons, shot 
and 
killed himself today as pursuing 
deputies closed in. 


The large posse heard gun­ 
shots as it was stalking the hills

southeastern Ohio city. 
Zam ora’s body was found on 
a ridge a 
half-mile from 
the 
multiple m urder scene. A trac­ 
tor was sent up the ridge to 
bring the body down. 
Zamora,

patient said to be of Mexican 
descent, was believed to be the 
person who shot to death late 
Friday four m em bers of a farm 
family and wounded two others.

As we understand how it works, when 


a governm ent sends home women and 


children from an outpost it is signifying 


to a potential troublemaker it is prepar­ 


ing for a siege. 


President Johnson’s order that will turn 
Guantanamo naval base into a military 
garrison, with no women or children per­ 
mitted after two more years, or sooner, 
if circum stances get worse, tells the Cu­ 
ban government what it needs to know. 


In conjunction with refusal of Guan­ 
tanam o authorities to use the water Cuba 
has turned on again, turning the base into 
a purely m ilitary installation m eans from 
now on there will be fewer and fewer 
hostages to a possible outburst of terror­ 
ism . 


It is a com m itm ent by the U.S. gov­ 
ernm ent to stay in Guantanamo regard­ 
less of anything Castro and his mentors 
in Moscow think up in the interm ediate 
future. Only one thing is wrong. 


The Impact on the Castro-ites would be 
greater if the order had called for wo­ 
men and children to be evacuated from 
Guantanamo im m ediately, the way they 
were evacuated during the Cuban m issile 
crisis. Their absence then told Moscow 
and Havana what they needed to know 
— that the United States was in fight­ 
ing trim and ready to start swinging. 
That’s

posture 
which 
co- 


mands respect in bully boy circles. They 
construe anything else as a confession of 
half-heart edness. 


New Flea For Aid 


The U.S. Tariff Commission has heard 
another appeal from the pottery industry 
for help in its battle against im ports. 
This tim e more facts and figures were 
supplied to the Washington hearing by 
fran k Dales, a vice president of the In­ 
ternational Brotherhood of O perative Pot­ 
ters, and Everson Hall of the Hall China 
Co. 
They were piled on top of countless 
earlier facts and figures which have been 
placed before the com mission by both la­ 
bor and m anagem ent spelling out in clear 
language the need for assistance. 
There’s no reason to be optim istic that 
such help will be forthcoming from this 
latest appeal. In fact, from past experi­ 
ence, the feeling probably should be the 
opposite. T h eres always the possibility, 
however, that som e day the tariff request 
will fall on receptive ears 
Until such a possibility becom es a reali­ 
ty the pottery industry must continue its 
fight against the overwhelm ing odds of 
foreign competition 
odds that exist pri­ 
m arily because of the cheap labor m ar­ 
ket abroad, not because of a better pro­ 
duct by those who are chiseling away at 
local m arkets.

If 
Ihe sam e ends can be obtained 
by the Communists without a 
war. they will not hesitate to 
increase their acts of aggres­ 
sion against and infiltration of 
the countries of the free world 


C astro’s

Cuba is a case in point. He got 
a scare in 1962 when the late 
P resident 
Kennedy 
mobilized 
American military forces and 
demanded that Soviet missiles 
be removed 
The Cuban dicta­ 
tor doesn t know today w hether 
President Johnson will be equal­ 
ly resolute 
By cutting off the 
w ater supply at G uantanam o, 
the Cuban regime put the new 
President to a first 
test and 
found that there was no mili­ 
tary reprisal. 


DENYING 
WATER 
to

base was, of course, a hostile 
act by Castro. It was. indeed. 
a flagrant disregard of the p rac­ 
tical side of Am erica's treaty 
with Cuba which permits the

Cuba. 
The episode was a lost oppor­ 
tunity.

troops would be ordered to seize 
the pumping station and thus 
provide the base with the w ater 
to which it was entitled if the 
treaty was to be observed in 
good faith. 
ITie lack of resoluteness in

must

deep impression on C astro and 
on his advisers, especially those 
in Moscow. If it’s assum ed that 
the United States will accept 
such acts of aggression rather 
than take any m ilitary action in 
an 
area only 90 miles away 
from the .shores of this country, 
then additional steps might he 
risked bv the Com m unists as a 
m eans of 
further 
humiliating 
the United States government 
before the world. 


Even as Castro moved against 
the United States base in Cuba. 
Moscow moved to m ess up th \ 
situation in C yprus and in other 
parts of the world. 


T H E COMMUNIST hand is in 
G hana and other African “ re­ 
publics” which are slowly com­ 
ing under Com m unist rule.

Though 
outwardly Peiping and Moscow

The clam or today In Europe 
and C anada for an entente with 
Rett China and the oj>en encour­ 
agem ent being given bv France 
to the Communist Chinese strike 
a sym pathetic chord with the 
appeasem ent m i n d e d in this 
country.

an era in which

W SW ER : It was thought al one time that the bottom of 
the ocean was more or less flat hut during and after World 
War II. scientists began to probe and explore thp depths of 
the sea. realizing that much important information could he 
obtained. Using echo devices and specially equipped ships, 
scientists began a systematic survey of the ocean bottom 
Probably the most remarkable discovery of the ocean 
probers is the one illustrated in our picture — the great 
mid-Atlantic Ridge, part of a submerged mountain chain 
which circles around the earth and is the longest range of 
mountains on our planet As you see, it divides the North 
and South Atlantic in two, almost exactly in the center of 
the two groups of continents On the other side of the world, 
it continues off the west coast of Africa into the Indian Ocean, 
then to the Arabian Sea and Gulf of Aden From here, it 
branches toward Australia into the Pacific, then northward 
toward Easter Island and north along the South American 
coast There is much volcanic activity in these mountains 
Our artist has suggested how they might look with enough 
light to see them by.
